Charlotte,  after  devoting  her  youth  to  raising  her 
younger,  orphaned  brothers  and  sisters,  has  married 
her  childhood  friend^  Albert.   In  spite  of  that 
marriage,  the  young  poet,  Werther,  has  fallen 
desperately  in  love  with  Charlotte-  Fearing  to  be 
moved,  by  his  love,  Charlotte  has  ordered  him  to 
stay  away  for  some  months  and  has  set  the  date  of 
Christmas  for  his  decision  to  return  as  a  friend 
or  to  renounce  ever  to  see  her  again.  Reading 
Werther^ s  letters  once  more,  she  understands  that 
his  failure  to  return  would  mean  that  he  has  decided 
to  die.  In  vain,  her  sister  Sophie  tries  to  cheer 
her.  Werther  arrives.  Containing  their  passion 
for  awhile,  they  finally  submit  to  it,  momentarily 
and  then  separate.  Later,  when  Albert  returns  home, 
he  receives  a  message  from  Werther  asking  for  the 
loan  of  his  pistols.  The  loan  is  made.  Werther 
has  chosen  to  die.

"Juggler"  minstrel,  t-ombler,  dancer  all  in  one, 
who  earns  his  poor  life  by  performing  in  the  streets. 
Because  he  was  playing  his  very  pagan  act  on  the 
steps  of  a  convent  chapel,  Jean  was  harshly  scolded 
by  the  Prior.  His  frailty  and  innocence  has  moved 
the  monk  to  take  him  into  the  convent  and  give  him 
some  moral  and  religious  instruction.  In  this 
scene  we  see  Jean  dispairing  of  ever  being  worthy 
of  the  love  of  the  Holy  Virgin  for  which  he  longs 
ardently.  The  convent's  cook.  Brother  Boniface, 
tells  him  The  Legend  of  the  Sage:  fleeing  from 
Herod' s  murderers,  Mary  looks  for  a  place  to  hide 
her  infant  son.  A  rosebush  would  have  been  ideal, 
but  the  conceited  rose  refuses  to  help.  A  humble 
sagebush  does  provide  shelter  and  salvation.  Jean 
understands  that  Mary  loves  the  humble  soul,  too, 
and  offers  her  his  heart.

King  Filippo  II  of  Spain  meditates  in  his  study. 
His  second  wife  Elisabetta  of  France,  has  never 
lovad  hjjac  Life  is  lonely,  his  power  and  his  honor 
are  threatened.   Only  after  death  will  he  find 
peace.  *  To  the  head  of  the  powerful  Inquisitor,  a 
blind  90  year  old  raan,  Filippo  talks  about  the 
political  plots  of  Don  Carlo  and  heir  to  the  throne 
his  son  by  his  first  marriage.   The  two  men  decide 
that  the  rebellious  son  must  be  condemned  to  death. 
The  Ino^uisitor  denounces  another  traitor  more  dancer- 
ous  than  Carlo;  Carious  friend  P.odrigo  di  Posa,  him- 
self, a  confidctnt  of  the  King.   Tlie  Inquisitor  retires 
after  asking  the  death  penalty  for  Podrigo.  Queen 
Elisabetta  enters  crying  for  justice.  Someone  in  her 
own  court  has  stolen  her  casket  of  jewels.   The  King 
produces  the  casket  which  contains,  along  with  the 
jewels,  a  portrait  of  Carlo.   The  innocent  Queen, 
who  had  loved  Carlo  before  her  marriage  to  Filippo, 
defies  the  King,  who  brutally  accuses  her  of  adultery. 
She  faints.  Answering  the  King' s  call  for  help,  Posa 
and  Princess  Eboli,  lady-in-waiting,  rush  in.   The 
quartet  express  various  feelings;  Eboli' s  remorse  at 
having  betrayed  the  Queen;  Rodrigo's  desire  to  free 
men  from  tyranny;  the  King's  belief  in  his  wife's 
innocence;  the  loneliness  of  the  Queen.  Alone  with 
the  Queen,  Eboli  confesses  her  guilt,  her  secret  love 
for  Carlo,  her  jealousy  of  the  Queen,  even  her  affair 
with  the  King.   Coldly,  the  Queen  orders  her  to  a 
convent,  and  retires.   The  distracted  Eboli  curses  the 
fatal  gift  of  her  beauty,  then  rushes  to  save  Carlo.

European  opera  houses  with  enormous  success.  Its 
co.no3Jtion  came  only  five  years  after  the  first  per- 
rormauoe  of  the  famous  play  b^^  Beaumarchais;  but  for 
the  inevitable  cuts  its  libretto  follows  closely  the 
tpr.t  of  the  play.  It  can  be  said  that  its  style  is 
a  direct  projection  into  music  of  the  spirit  of  the 
contemporary  play  which  inspired  it. 

Tnirty-six  years  later  Rossini  wrote  on  the 
S!?JT>e  libr^^itto  another  score  which,  poorly  received 
at   first,  was  later  to  overshadow  the  older  v/ork. 
It  IS  only  recently  that  Paisiello* s  Barber  has  been 
redd  sco-zered  and  brought  to  the  fore  again,  to  be 
again  received  with  the  favor  it  truly  deserves.

The  music  of  the  opera  was  written  by  the  Italian  composer  PaisieUo  while  in  residence  at 
the  court  of  Catherine  the  Great  in  Saint  Petersburg,  and  its  first  performance  took  place 
there  in  1782.  The  opera  was  performed  subsequendy  in  Italian  and  other  European  opera 
houses  with  enormous  success.  Its  composition  came  only  five  years  after  the  first  performance 
ot  the  famous  play  by  Beaumarchais.  But  for  the  inevitable  cuts,  its  libretto  follows  closely 
the  text  of  the  play.  It  can  be  said  that  its  style  is  a  direct  projection  into  music  of  the  spirit 
of  the  contemporary  play  which  inspired  it. 

Thirty'six  years  later  Rossini  wrote  on  the  same  libretto  another  score  which,  poorly  received 
at  first,  was  later  to  overshadow  the  older  work.  It  is  only  recently  that  Paisiello's  Barber  has 
been  rediscovered  and  brought  to  the  fore,  to  be  again  received  with  the  favor  it  truly 
deserves.

SPOTLIGHTED     TODAY 

MARTIAL  SINGHER,  Head  of  the  Voice  and  Opera  Department  of  the  Curtis  Institute 
of  Music,  is  internationally  celebrated  and  is  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  great  baritone  stars 
in  the  world  today.  Born  in  the  Basque  country  in  the  south  of  France,  Mr.  Singher  made 
his  debut  in  Amsterdam  in  1930  with  the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  under  Pierre  Monteau. 
For  the  next  ten  years  he  was  the  leading  baritone  of  the  Paris  Grand  Opera  and  Opera 
Comique,  and  was  acclaimed  as  a  great  singing  actor  as  well  as  recitalist  in  England  and 
over  the  whole  Continent.  Ten  years  ago  he  made  his  sensational  debut  as  Pelleas  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera.  Since  then,  while  singing  leading  roles  in  practically  every  Metropolitan 
season,  Mr.  Singher  has  sung  in  virtually  every  major  music  series  in  this  country.  Presently, 
besides  appearances  in  both  opera  and  concerts,  he  is  a  successful  teacher  of  voice,  interprc 
ration  and  opera  in  his  own  Philadelphia  studio,  at  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  and  at 
the  Mannes  College  of  Music  in  New  York. 

WILLIAM  SMITH,  the  assistant  conductor  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  is  a  musician 
of  great  versatility.  Mr.  Smith  understudies  Mr.  Ormandy  in  the  preparation  of  all  scores, 
assists  in  rehearsing  all  choral  groups  and  vocal  soloists,  and  serves  as  well,  as  the  Orchestra's 
official  pianist  and  organist.  In  addition,  he  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  the  Orchestra  on 
numerous  occasions.

For  two  years,  he  has  had  his  own  classical  music  radio 
show  in  Philadelphia,  and  serves  as  commentator  for  the  concerts  in  the  Philadelphia  Or' 
chestra  Transcription   Service. 

ELIZABETH  WESTMORELAND,   Music  Director  of  the   Opera  Department  of  the 

Curtis  Institute  of  Music,   is  a  graduate   of  the  Curtis   Institute  and  had   further  study   at 

Fontainebleau  and  the  Mozarteum  at  Salzburg.  She  was  assistant  to  Elizabeth  Schuman  for 

fourteen  years  and  was  accompanist  in  the  studio  of  many  famous  teachers  including  Marcella 

Sembrich.  Besides  her  Philadelphia  work,  she  coached  several  Broadway  shows  including 

Billy  Rose's  production  of  "Carmen  Jones"  and  the  world  premiere  of  Gian-Carlo  Menotti's 

"Old  Maid  and  the  Thief"  for  NBC.  Last  season  she  conducted  six  performances  of  "Cosi 

fan  tutti"  for  the  Curtis  Institute  Opera  Workshop.

The  music  of  the  opera  was  written  by  the  Ital- 
ian composer  Paislello  while  in  residence  at  the  court 
of  Catherine  the  Great  in  Saint  Petersburg,  and  its 
first  performance  took  place  there  in  1782.   The  opera 
was  performed  subsequently  in  Italian  and  other  Euro- 
pean opera  houses  with  enormous  success.   Its  composi- 
tion came  only  five  years  after  the  first  performance 
of  the  famous  play  by  Beaumarchaisj  but  for  the  in- 
evitable cuts  its  libretto  follows  closely  the  text 
of  the  play.   It  can  be  said  that  its  style  is  a 
direct  projection  into  music  of  the  spirit  of  the 
contemporary  play  which  inspired  it. 

Thirty-six  years  later  Rossini  wrote  on  the  same 
libretto  another  score  which,  poorly  received  at  first, 
was  later  to  overshadow  the  older  work.   It  Is  only  re- 
cently that  Palsiello's  Barber  has  been  rediscovered 
and  brought  to  the  fore  again,  to  be  again  received 
with  the  favor  it  truly  deserves.
